CHINESE AND JAPANESE

Kofusal Made When Donations Wore 


Tendered Roosevelt Official, But 


IS 
Tot When Offered' to the 


Belief Committee. 


WASHINGTON, May 
3.—A special 


message was sent to congress today by 
President Roosevelt in which lie explain- 
ed the attitude of this government re- 
garding the oiler of contributions to the 
Sau Francisco fire and earthquake suf- 
ferers from foreign countries. . The pres- 
ident says that where the contributions 
were made to this government, he did not 
feel warranted in accepting them, but 
where they "were made to tho citizens* 
relief committee of San Francisco no neg- 
utivo action was or could be taken in 
regard to them. 


The message indicates that tho gov- 


ernments of the entire civilized world, 
promptly responded in messages of sym- 
pathy and many of them with contri- 
butions or offers of contributions, 


PROMPT INT OFFERS. 


The text of the message follows: 
To the Senate and House of Represen- 


tatives: 
Immediately after the disaster 


at San Francisco, ninny offers o! assist- 
ance in the shape of contributions were 
tendered by1 foreign individuals, corpora- 
tions, governments and municipalities. 
The Canadian government with an in- 
ttant generosity peculiarly pleasant as a 
proof of the close and friendly ties which 
knit us to our neighbors of tlu> north, 
offered to pass a resolution appropriat- 
ing $100,000 for the relief of the suffer- 
era by cavthouakc and fire. With a gen- 
ercwity equally marked and equally ap- 
preciated, the republic of Mexico, our 
nearest neighbor to the south, voted to 
appropriate $30,000. and the republic of 
Guatemala voted to appropriate $10,000 
for the sanii' purpose. The empire oi 
China in addition to sending money to bo 
used for the Chinese who suffered in San 
Francisco, 
offered to send more than 


double as much to be used for the in- 
habitant;; generally. The Japanese gov- 
ernment immediately offered 
to send 


across the ocean one "of their beautifully 
equipped hospital ships to be used in 
any wny for the sufferers, and also of- 
fered 200,000 yen to the relief committee, 
in addition to'more than 100,000 yen sent 
by Japanese subjects. The government 
of far distant New Zealand voted $23,- 
000. 
Tho government of Martinique 


voted 1,000 francs; the municipality of 
Edmonton, Canada, $1,000. Many mu- 
nicipalities, corporations and individuals 
in England. Germany, France, Japan, 
Cuba and other 
countries immediately 


proffered aid. 


COULD NOT ACCEPT THEM. 


Where these offers of aid arc made to 


the private relief committees organized 
to deal with the distress in San Francis- 
co, I have of course no official action to 
take concerning them. But I .am certain 
I give utterance to the feelings of all our 
countrymen when I express my 
very 


lively appreciation of the warm-hearted 
generosity and eagerness to help us in 
the time of our affliction shown by the 
governments, the municipalities, the cor- 
porations and the individuals mentioned 
nbovo. We are deeply grateful to them 
and \ve are deeply grateful for the way 
in which they showed in such practical 
fashion the growth of the spirit of broth- 
erhood among the nations. 


Appropriate expressions of gratitude 


to nil these friends have been returned 
by the state department or by myself, 
but it. ueems to me that the real depth 
of grateful feeling awakened in our peo- 
ple 
by all these evidences of genuine 


sympathy and friendship should be ex- 
pressed also by formal action of the su- 
preme legislative power of the nation. 


1 recommend the passage by the con- 


gress of an appropriate resolution 
to 


that end.

What are the relative' rights of pedes 


trians and owners of automobiles? Thi 
question is heard a dozen times a day 
when automobiles are speeded along th 
paved streets of the city at tremendou 
speed' and people often flee for tliei 
lives. While few accidents have ocour 
red thus far this season, narrow escape, 
are reported. 


About 11:30 o'clock last night, at the 


corner of College avenue and 
Sixtl 


street, an .automobile struck a buggj 
containing three ladies. Although thi 
buggy 
was thrown 
aside and 
nearly 


struck the curbing, it did not capsize 
and the women, badly frightened, hasten 
ed along. The owner of the automibilo 
stopped and offered assistance, but. the 
women refused to speak or make their 
identity known. 


UTTERLY DISREGARDLESS. 


In most cases the owners of machines 


:icro aro careful'at all <~imcs, but there 
ire a few young fellows who labor under 
the impression that they are privileged 
characters and can speed their machines 
at the rate of fifty miles an hour and 
that no other person lias the right to 
even drive or walk on the highways. 
These gentlemen should be pulled up a 
dozen times n. day if necessary and fined; 
and the majority of citizens and 'even au- 
tomobile owners, would applaud. 


That tho automobile has come to stay 


and perhaps some dty will take the place 
of 
the horse completely, is no rea- 


son why they should -not be regulated in 
accordance with the law. The law pro- 
vides that all machines shall be number- 
ed. 


LAWS GOVERNING AUTOS. 


Within the city limits the speed of tho 


machines shall not exceed the rate of 12 
miles per hour, and in case of turning 
corners this must be reduced and it shnll 
also be reduced in order to avoid an acci- 
dent. Outside of the city the speed shall 
not exceed 25 miles an hour. 


Every operator of a machine shall, up- 


on a person driving a horse, putting up 
his himd as a signal that horses arc 
frightened, cause the automobile to stop 
all power and remain stationary, unless 
a movement forward shall be deemed nec- 
essary to avoid accident or injury, until 
such horse or horses shall appear under 
control. If requested the operator of an 
automobile shall assist the person driv- 
ing horse or horses. Equal right shall 
exist between the automobile and owner 
of horses on the highways, in passing. 
All automobiles shall carry lights after 
sunset. The penalty for violation of tho 
law is from $10 to $50. 


At present there are some seventy au- 


tomobiles owned and operated in Racine 
anil during the summer the streets and 
country roads will be alive with them 
and others from cities abroad. For this 
reason farmers and others arc anxious 
that the laws shall be rigidly_ adhered 
to. 


LARGE ICE HOUSE BURNED 


Some 70,000 Tons Lie Expos- 


ed at Loon Lake Near 


State Line. 


WAUKEGAN, Til., May 3.—(Special to 


the Journal.)—The large ice house owned 
by the Knickerbocker Ice Co., at Loon 
lake, near the Wisconsin line, burned at 
noon yesterday. A huge pile of 70,000 
tons of ice lies exposed and as much as 
possible wiU be saved by hasty shipping 
and temporary walls. The fire caught on. 
the roof from a passing Wisconsin Cen- 
tral engine, it being on that road's main 
line. 


EX-SDPERVISOR SHOOTS SELF 


FranV Fowle, Mllwnufcee, Under Indlot- 


mont. U««H Rpvolvpr to Stay. 


MILWAUKEE, May 
3.—Frank M. 


Fowlc, former supervisor, under indict- 
ment by the last grand jury, committed 
suicide this morning at 10:15 o'clock :it 
his home on Hawthorne avenue in South 
Milwaukee: He shot himself in the head 
ivith a .32 calibre revolver while standing 
in his bedroom. 


His wife, in an adjoining room, heard 


the shot and entered the chamber, to 
find her husband lying on the floor im- 
consciouft nnd bleeding. 


Mr. Fowle's act was supposed-to have 


been caused by worry over six indict- 
ments by the grand jury and his rcceiit 
defeat for the nomination for supervisor 
on the Republican ticket.

Joes not develop relative to what Man 
ager John I. Beggs of the Milwauke 
Electric Railway & Light Co. intends t> 
do. His little controversy with this citj 
about additional franchise rights on th 
streets of Racine, is still in abeyance 
and it is almost a certainty that tli 
members of the city council will take ae 
tion of a character so'antagonistic to 
the corporation that they will get noth 
ing and the street car tracks remain the 
same. There is no question but that thi 
majority in the council are on genera 
terms opposed to corporations of an} 
dnd and will not in any degree favor 
tlicm, on the ground that too .much ho 
jcen granted in years gone by for noth 
ng and that any privileges in the future 
thould be pnid for a-.id well at that. This 
t is claimed, is the reason that the pav 
Ing of certain streets, by the railway 
:ompany, will be insisted upon, 


NOW THE PIPE LIKE. 


Now comes the claim that Kenosha 


>eoplc may in the n«» future use gas 
ma.nu factored in Racine, for the reason 
that the Ivcnosha Gas and .Electric com- 
pany is negotiating with the officials o: 
the Milwaukee Light, Heat and Traction 
Co. with a view of scouring the building 
if a main from Kenosha to Racine. The 
ilan is to purchase gas from the Racine 
!as Light company, which is under the 
.irection of Mr. Beggs. Statements are 
nadc that there has been no direct prop' 
isition made to the Kenosha company, 
mt that the agents of Mr. Beggs have 
ipplied to the towns of Somers and Mt 
'leasant for the laying of a main and 
he individual consent of property own- 
irs is being secured. 


HAVE GIVEN CONSENT. 


Most of the property owners, it is said, 


iave given their consent to the plan, as 
t is understood that with the buildin, 
if the main, gas will be furnished for the 
llumination of houses along the road 
ictwecn the two cities. 


The Kenosha News, in speaking of the 


troposed pipe line, says: 
"R. N. Kimball, the manager of the 


ocal company, when seen, stated that 
egotinlions were pending and that the 
Jilwaukee company would in, a short 
uuc submit a proposition for the supply 
f gas to the Kenosha company. For 


some time it has been evident that the 
ocal gas plant was too small to supply 
he demand for gas in the city, and tho 
fiicials of the company has considered 
ho advisability of building new tanks in 
rder to take care of the business. Such 
change in the plant would demand the 
xpenditure of a largo sum of money, 
nd it would probably be necessary for 
be company to call in the outstanding 
onds and make a new issue in order to 
omplcto the changes necessary. The 
apply from the Kenosha plant is adc- 
uate for most of the time, but there are 
prtain hours of the day that a surplus 
s needed, and it is the plan to purchase 
lis surplus from the Racine plant. They 
•ould have nothing to do with the lay- 
ng of the big pipe line, and it is dcclar- 
(1 that even if the connection is made 
ic Kenosha gaa plant will be continued 
n operation. 


'It is staled that gaa can be mamifae- 


ured much cheaper.in Racine than in 
Icnosha on account of the fact that the 
lant in 'Racine is located on the water 
•ont and all coal used in the manufac- 
ure of the gaa may be brought in by 
ike and unloaded at the plant. , 
"The local officers insist that nothing 
as been done as yet, but it is possible 
mt some arrangements will be mndo 
etwcen the two companies before the 
nd of the present year. This will give 
John I. Beggs some hold on Kenosha util- 
ities as he already owns a large block of 
stock of the Kenosha Gas and Electric 
company." 


WILL PIPE GAS TO KENOSHA 


Manager Hyde Confirm* Report—Will be

Mr. H. H. Hyde, manager of the Ra- 


cine Gns Light company, was seen this 
afternoon relative to the proposed trans- 
portation of gas from Racine _to Keno- 
Hlm, and ho stated, in substance, as fol-

gas direct from our plant. It will be 
sent by high pressure^ that means, by a 
pressure of thirty pounds.. When we call 
it high pressure, it is because the pres- 
sure required in this city, amounts to 
but one-tenth of a pound, and the high 
pressure will be necessary in .tlii& case 
because BP large1 quantities have to'be 
transferred through 
small pipes, about 


six inches in diameter. 


"About July 'first w,e will begin on the 


work, and we hope to bo able to finish it 
in a couple of months so that everything 
will be in readiness during the first part 
of September. The line will be laid di- 
rectly from our works to the Kenosha 
plant."

MOVEMENT "IN FRANCE' 


For Over a Teat I*boir Lenders Had Been 


Proparlnc to Inaccurate Cras»de 


JVI»y 1. 


For more than a year the Jabor lead- 


ers of France have been preparing for a 
great movement, the main object of 
.hich is the securing of an eight-hour 
day for all the workingmen of the re- 
public. The headquarters of the crusade, 
ire in Paris and across the front of the 
abor exchange in that city there has for 
many months been suspended a banner 
searing this inscription: 


"After May 1 next-all the workmen of 


France are requested to refuse .to work 
more than eight hours a day." 


Most of the labor organizations of the 


country, having a total membership of 
about 7,000,000 men, gave their approval 
to the proposed innovation. Nearly every 
industry was represented in the mov.j- 
ment and it became apparent 
a few 


weeks ago that unless the employers 
granted the shorter working day, many 
and serious strikes would result. The 
situation was aggravated by the bitter- 
ness of thc strike in thc mining districts 
Thi;; was for better pay and conditions 
the disaster at Courrieres giving point 
and force to thc men's demands. In the 
early part of April the postmen of Paris 
struck for the eight hour day and an 
increase of pay, as well as the right to 
form a union. 


Employers thus 'far have been reluc- 


tant to grant the- demand for a shorter 
working day on thc ground that it .would 
make it impossible for them to compete 
with the manufacturers of Britain, Ger- 
many and the United States, and that

Milwaukee Workman Rescued 


After Terrible Ordeal of 


Three Hours. 


MILWAUKEE, May 1— Twenty-five 


feet beneath the bed of the river iu the 
tunnel which is being constructed at the 
foot of Knapp street, Jacob Flejter, 30 
years of ago, was caught in a caved in 
compartment in tlie excavation and, with 
a 000 prund steel door snapped shut on 
him, c/ery avenue of escape from tho 
subterranean hole was cut off from 11

o'clock in tho afternoon. For over three 
hours, with tho water from the river 
above pouring into the tunnel, as the re- 
sult of striking a sondpocket, the man 
was crazed with fright and like a fiend, 
he worked in his elforts to open the steel 
door.

partment, who were called to the scene 
of the accident When brought to the 
top of the shaft which loads to the tun- 
nel, Flejter was a raving maniac and lie 
was -immediately removed to the Emer- 
gency hospital, where he soon recovered 
liis senses. Although badly bruised in 
his mad attempts to free- himself in the 
tunnel, Flejter will be out ill a'few days 
unless threatened pneumonia set iu as a 
result of his exposure.

murdered Gapon, is a calumny. 


Additional confirmation, however, of 


the truth of thc'story of Gapon's execu- 
tion was received today. It consisted of j 
a copy of the sentfmco passed by the rev- 
olutionary .workmen's tribunal nnd was 
mniled, liko Gapon's'portfolio, from Ber- 
lin to M.'MiiTgoIine,.the former priest's 
lawyer. 
Tbo-: document gave details of. 


Gapon's offenses and ckwed with the la- 
conic phrase: 


"The scntcnco^has been executed." 
In a long preamble justifying the ex- 


ecution it is set fo'.'th that the work- 
men's tribunal had proofs of Gapon's se- 
cret relations with various member* of 
the political police whose names are- giv- 
en to whom he promwed to betray the 
revolutionists if allowed to reopen his or- 
ganization. Later he undertook in behalf 
of the chief of the secret police, Gcrasi- 
moff, to find out and'betray to the gov- 
ernment a plot to kill tho emperor, Prem- 
ier Witte and Interior Minister Durnovo 
and opened negotiations with a member 
of a fighting organization, offering $12,- 
500 for the necessary information and 
guaranteeing personal security for the 
traitor -from tho vengeance of the revo- 
lutionists.

SEEDS OF TROUBLE. 


Chicago Record-Herald: ' Another in-

The city congressmen, even those who

The country congressmen, who must 


fight alone, have two strings to their 
jow. If they cannot win in open insur- 
rection on the floor of tho -house they 
tope to get their graft in the end by.the 
roundabout method of -construction nnd 
interpretation of the law. They find thqir 
hope of success in a clause, in the bill 
which, in accordance with the original 
purpose of the law, still permits the dis- 
tribution of "rare and uncommon" seeds 
for experimental purposes. 


Tho construction 'which they will put 


on this, if they can, is one that w!U be 
harmful to the experimental and scien- 
tific purposes of the deportment, but use- 
ful to congressmen at election time. It 
runs like this: Inasmuch as watermelon 
seeds are "uncommon" in Alaska and 
cotton seed is "uncommon" in Maine, 
therefore watermelon and cotton and, all 
other seeds that are not used in every 
county in every state in the union must 
be looked upon as in tho legislative class 
"uncommon," and consequently - fit sub- 
ject for free distribution where they "will 
do the most .good," politically speaking.

No stallion can be used legally for 


service in the state unless the owner 
affixes to the outside and inside of main 
door leading into every barn where horse 
is used a poster showing a full and com- 
plete copy of the license certificate referr- 
ed to here.
